FOSTER’S WEATHER BULLETIN. 


(Copyrighted 1906, by W . T. Foster.) 
W ashington, D. C .,Sept. 29.— Last bulletin gave forecasts 
of disturbance to cross continent 28 to Oct. 2, warm wave 27 to 
Oct 
I, cool wave 30 to Oct. 4. 
Next disturbance will reach 
Pacific coast about Oct. 2, cross west of Rockies country by close 
of 3, great central valleys 4 to 6, eastern states 7. 
Warm wave 
will cross west of Rockies about Oct. 2 , great central valleys 4, 
eastern states 6. 
Cool wave will cross west of Rockies about 
Oct. 5, great central valleys 7, eastern states 9. 
The weather feature of most interest, connected with this 
disturbace, will be the great rise in temperature that will come 
with it and the next disturbance following it. 
Nfesr October I 
temperatures will be generally low, particularly in the section 
over which the high will then be passing. 
As this disturbance 
comes in a change to summer temperature may be expected, 
continuing a week or ten days. 
The intensities ot this storm will not be very great till Oct. 
8 when it will be out on the north Atlantic and the cool wave in 
northeastern stales. 
About that time another disturbance of 
great intensity will reach the Pacific coast. 
The cool wave that 
will cross continent about 5 to 9 will propably not cause any 
frosts, but frosts w\ll be quite general I to 4 and 17 to 2 l north 
of latitude 38. 
October weather will closely follow trend of the season ex­ 
cept that first few days will be unusually cool and temperatures 
will average unusually high 6 to 14. 
Last half of month will 
average cooler than usual with a little more than usual rainfall 
in the eastern and southern states and a deficiency elsewhere. 
Temperatures i f October w ill average below the normal in 
eastern and southern states and above in northern states east of 
Rockies. 
Cold wave will cross continent I to 4 and 17 to 21. 


SCIENCE NOTES. 


We must know the future of the weather by its past. 
In 
no other way can we know it. 
We have an abundance of good 
weather records covering SO or more years, stored away in the 
fire-proof vaults of the weather bureau. 
But these records are 
not used by the weather bureau officials, not studied by them. 
T h e s e 'government scientists have’ gone out into the moun­ 
tains of Virginia and set up a $100,000 observatory and are 
studying, not the heat in our atmosphere, but the infinitesimal 
changes in the heat of the sun by the use of instruments so 
small they are comparable to a mosquito's bill. 
Joseph Henry, the master scientist of his time, thirty years 
in charge of the Smithsonian Institution, the real discoverer of 
the magnetic laws that gave us the telegraph, believed that good 
weather records would reveal to us the cause of the weather 
changes and at 
great expense of time and money used the 
Smithon fund to institute observations of the temperature and 
rainfall. 
But weather bureau officials do not use these records.
